Fontanet, Ind., Get. IO.—The total 
n u m b e r of dead as the result of the 
explosion of the Dupont powder mills 
h ere Tuesday is believed to be thirtv- 
flve. 
Gf these five died in hospitals 
at T erre H a u te 
T uesday night. 
At 
least 
600 were 
injured and an 
im ­ 
m en se amount 
of property 
was de­ 
stroyed. 
T h e exact n u m b e r of dead 
and injured, along with tho property 
loss, will not be 
known for several 
days. 
T he town is practically wiped out. 
Not 
a building 
stands 
intact 
and 
throughout the day fires kindled in 
tho ruins cost the lives of the maimed 
pinned in the w reck ag e and added to 
the terrifying scenes of destruction. 
W here stood a thriving and busy 
town of 1.600 people Tuesday morning, 
th^re now is ruin and scattered w reck­ 
age. 
The dead and more seriously in­ 
jured have been 
taken away. 
Five 
hun deid inhabitants, all more or less 
Injured, remain to g ath er their sc a t­ 
tered household goods and sleep under 
tents and on cots, guarded by soldiers 
of the state. 
W ithout warning the powder mills, 
seven 
in num ber, blew 
up a t 
9:15 
a. rn. 
They employed 200 m en and 
of these 75 were at work when th e 
first explosion occurred in the press 
mill.

powder magazine blew up, followed by 
th e caj) mill. 
In the magazine sit­ 
uated several h undred yards from the 
mills were stored 40,000 kegs of pow­ 
der. 
The concussion when it blew’ up 
was felt nearly twenty miles. 
Every House Destroyed. 


E very house in this to wn w'as de­ 
stroyed. 
F a rm h o u se s two miles away 
and schoolhouses equally distant were 
torn to pieces and their occupants in­ 
jured. 
A passenger train on the Big 
Four railroad four 
miles aw ay had 
every coach window broken and sev­ 
eral passengers were injured by fly­ 
ing glass.

Tile mills w en t up with three dis­ 
tinct explosionsT_lpllowed ninety m in ­ 
utes later by a fourth even more se­ 


rious than the others when the m a g a ­ 
zine went up. 
Immediately following 
the explosions the wreckage took fire 
and the inhabitants of the town who 
rushed to the rescue of the mill e m ­ 
ployes 
found themsfdves 
powerless 
to ald those burning in th e ruins. They 
worked 
frantically in constant dan ­ 
ger from possible 
succeeding explo­ 
sions, 
unmindful 
of 
their 
ruined 
homes. 
Dead and dying were picked 
ll]) 
nnd collected. 
Eighteen 
hod'es 
horribly 
burned and 
mangled were 
carted to a protected spot to a wa lr 
Identification, 
w'hile 
th e 
badly 
in­ 
jured, num bering 
u p w a rd s of fifty, 
were put on a special train and taken 
to T e rre Haute for hospital accom m o­ 
dations. 
Scarcely o r e of 
the thou 
sand inhabitants of the town but ear 
rh d blood on hands and face from hi 
own wounds or those of people who 
had required aid. 
Employes Ran for Safety. 


T he mills were 
located one mile 
south of town. 
With the first explo­ 
sion the employes ran for safety, but 
m ost of them were l ilied or injured 
by the quick-following explosions in 
the other mills. 
W h e n the heat from 
the burning mills exploded the giant 
powder 
magazine 
ninety 
minutes 
later, destroying the town by the con­ 
cussion, many of those engaged in re s­ 
ells work were badly injured and sev 
eral 
were 
killed. 
Superintendent 
Monahan of the plant was killed while 
sitting in his office and his wife and 
his sister-in-law were killed in their 
hom es some distance away. 
Th.it tie ’ 
death list is not far g reater is due tx 
th e fact that the people of the town 
had left their hom es at the first ex­ 
plosion nnd were not in them w l r n 
the explosion of th e 
40,000 kegs of 
powder in the magazine hurled their 


t o m e s to pieces and scattered their 
household goods in heaps of debris. 
Among 
the buildings 
totally 
de­ 
stroyed in the town were the Metho­ 
dist 
and Christian 
churches, 
two 
school buildings, tim depot, all busi­ 
ness blocks, including a large block 
just completed, a la r g e warehouse and 
KOO homes. 
In 
m a n y of them 
the 
fronts were 
blown away, 
while in 
Others 
the roofs 
w ere hurled 
into 
fence, the sides blown 
out or they 
were left a confused m ass of collapsed 
wre< kage. 
A Big Four railroad freight train on 
the switch leading to the mills was 
partially destroyed by the explosion 
and the wreckage caught fire. 
Engi­ 
neer d i a r i e s Wells was badly burned 
and received a fractu re of the right 
leg. 


School Children Injured. 


Throe 
school buildings 
were de­ 
stroyed 
at Fontanet and 
Coal Bluff. 
two miles away. 
All were filled with 
school children and every one of thesi 
were more or less injured by the col­ 
lapse of the buildings. 
A 
four-roon 
school building 
was 
torn to pieces and not one of the 2 
children escaped unhurt. 
None was 
fatally 
hurt. 
A 
two-room 
school 
building at Coal Bluff was turned over 
and collapsed. 
T h e te a c h e r and nin e 
Ty pupils were m ore or less injured. 
The force of the explosion destroyed 
all 
telephone 
comm unication 
with 
outside towns and it was with great 
difficulty that 
aid was 
summoned. 
T e rre Haute 
and Brazil 
sent physi­ 
cians and nurses with sui plies in cars 
and automobiles across country while 
special trains w ere m ade up and run 
on the Big Four railroad for the care 
of the injured. 
Governor Wanly at 
Indianapolis ordered th e T erre Haute 
company 
of

Guard here to patrol the ruined dis­ 
trict and protect life and property. 
T he governor arrived Tuesday even­

Fish and Harriman Factions 
in Legal Contest. 


FORMER WINS OUT IN COURT 


Obtains an Order Depriving His Op­ 


ponent of the Voting Power of Many 


Shares of Stock of the Illinois Cen. 


tral Railroad. 


Chicago, Oct. in.—E. II. H arrim an, 
by an 
order of court, has 
been de­ 
prived of the voting power of 286,731 
sh ares of Illinois Central sto«k in the 
annual meeting of th a t railroad com ­ 
pany, which will be held today. 
T h e 
order 
of the 
court was 
practically 
identical with the modification asked 
by 
the attorneys of Mr. 
Harrim an. 
Both sides claim a victory, MrN toyish 
because the enjoined shares will not 
be effective at the election, and Mr 
H a r r im a n 
because bis 
modification I 
was secured. 
T he shares of stock ruled out are 
tho se held by the Union Pacific Rail­ 
way company, the Railroad Securities 
com pany of New Jersey, and the Mu­ 
tual Life Insurance company of New 
York, against which a tem porary in­ 
junction was issued Monday by Judge 
Ball in the superior court. 
Mr. Fish 
on Monday 
asked th a t 
th e 
voting 
of these 
shares be 
e n ­ 
joined. 
T h e court Tuesday, after ex­ 
tensive argument b> the attorneys of 
both sides, modified the Injunction by 
p erm itting the shares to he voted u n ­ 
d er tho condition that if any one of 
those shares should have a decisive 
effect on any; vote taken, the entire 
vote is then to be null and void. 
In 
o th e r words, Mr. Fish is given by the 
court a handicap of 286,731 votes, and 
in order to defeat him on any motion 
or resolution which comes before the 
annual m eeting Mr. H a rrim a n and his 
friends m ust cast 286,731 votes more 
th a n are cast by Mr. Fish and his fol­ 
lowers. 
T h e total outstanding shares of the 
Illinois Central nu m b e r 950,400. Count­ 
ing out the sh ares affected by Ju d g e 
Ball’s decision, 
the total 
effective 
vote is 633,669 
shares. 
Based upon 
previous m eetings of the Illinois C en­ 
tral railroad, th e 
estim ate is m ade 
that approxim ately 100,000 shares will 
not be voted. 
This, in the opinion of 
tho attorneys in the case, will leave 
a probable representation of 563,669 
sh ares at the meeting. 
As 
the m a tte r 
now stands, 
both 
sides believe that victory is in their 
gras]). 
Both are of the opinion t h a t 
they 
hold 
the greater 
num ber 
of 
proxies, but th e actual facts in this 
connection cannot be guessed at with 
any accuracy. 
It is admitted by the 
atto rn ey s on 
both sides th at 
many 
stockholders 
h ave issued 
duplicate 
and even triplicate proxies, and an 
the proxy of latest date is effective, 
neither side knows exactly where it 
stands; neither will give out figures. 
Mr. H a rrim a n arrived in tho city 
T uesday but did not attend the court 
proceedings. 
Mr. Fish was in court 
throughout the day.

polar bears trained to haul sleds by 
an expert in H a m b u rg and intends to 
use th em In the Far North. 
He said 
also th at he and his friends expected 
to pefltion President Roosevelt and 
the United States govern m en t to al­ 
low his yessed, the Gjoa, In which he 
navigated the N o rth w e st passage in 
1904, to be the first to pass through 
tile P a n a m a canal upon its completion. 
It was during the N o rth w e st passage 
trip th a t Captain Amundsen discov­ 
ered the North m ag n etic pole.

Russia Believes T hat of the United 
States Is One of Expansion. 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 16.- Great im­ 
portance 
is attached 
here to 
the 
declamation m ad e by Secretary Taft at 
Tok lo regarding the Philippines as In­ 
dicating 
the 
determination 
of 
the 
United States to carry out an e x te n ­ 
sive expansion policy in the Pacific. 
T he Novoe Vremya, analyzing the sit­ 
uation, says It regards the retention 
of the Philippines as being “a clear 
evidence of tho aggressive intentions 
of the United States, which iii spite 
of the enorm ous 
cost, is 
yet d e te r ­ 
mined to retain a military ami naval 
base, which is useless to them except 
in case of war.” 
T h e paper adds: 
“W e regard a clash between A m e r­ 
ica and Ja p a n 
as inevitable. 
O th e r ­ 
wise the form er would have got rid of 
such an expensive colony long ago. 
Yet the clash will not come soon, as 
J a p a n is now without resources, while 
America is busy digging the P a n a m a 
canal.”" 
T h e Buss, while attaching equal im­ 
portance to the canal, says it consid­ 
ers that the Ja pa n e se have no in ten ­ 
tion of fighting th e 
United States, 
preferring to follow the line of least 
resistance, adding: 
“J a p a n ’s real intention is to wage a 
second war with Russia, which is u n ­ 
able to defend her territories e a st of 
[.ake Baikal.”

hung in 1760 for m urd ering his se rv ­ 
ant. 
Horace W alpole's words paint 
the picture well: “Ile sham ed heroes. 
H e bore the solem nity of a pompous 
and tedious procession of above tw o 
hours from the T ow er to T y burn with 
as m uch tranquillity as lf he were only 
going to his own burial, not to his own 
execution.”

dragoons of the procession was throw n 
from his horse Lord Ferrers expressed 
m uch concern and said, “I hope there 
will be no death today but mine.” 
On went the procession, with a mob 
about It sufficient to m ake Its progress 
slow and laborious.

Washington, Oct. 16.—That, the uni­ 
form 1)111 of lading which it is pro­ 
posed 
to put into effect 
on all the 
railroads of the country 
on Jan. I, 
next, by tin* interstate commerce com­ 
mission Is not satisfactory to the com­ 
mercial Interests and that two sepa­ 
rate hills of lading should ho adopted 
instead, was pointed out at a hearing 
of these Interests before the inter­ 
state commerce commission Tuesday. 
The hearing was one of the most 
important ever held by the commis­ 
sion from the standpoint of the inter­ 
ests 
affected, as 
the adoption 
of a 
uniform bill of lading in the trans­ 
portation of freight by common car­ 
riers by railroads will involve a radi­ 
cal departure from the methods now 
in use. 
At the present time the rail­ 
roads of the United States use sepa­ 
rate hills of lading and it. is the de­ 
sire of the commission, the shipping 
and the railroad interests, to secure 1 
uniformity in the 
matter, the only 
question at issue. 
It was the concensus of opinion of 
the representatives of the interests j 
heard that a recommendation should 
be made for the adoption by tho com­ 
mission instead of the one which it 
was proposed to put into effect, of two 
distinct bills of lading which should 
be uniform 
in character, one 
to be 
known as a “straight” hill of lading. 
and the other an “order” bill of lad­ 
ing. 
An “order" bill of lading, it was 
explained, is a negotiable instrument { 
upon 
which money can 
he loaned, 
and a “straight” bill of lading is an 
ordinary receipt which the railroad 
company gives 
for a consignment ot 
goods. 
It was argued that should the 
commission adopt the two proposed 
Hills of lading, substantial Justice to 
all interests concerned would be af­ 
forded.
